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Latin and Englifli Performances, as have 
appeared in England fince the publication 
of my above mentioned Work, but alfo 
leveral additions and adjullnients, relating 
to Lucubrations of more early times. 

Books I formerly knew merely from 
catalogues, and which were then cited but 
imperfectly, are now defcribed with preci- 
fion and a[ccording to their full and proper 
titles. 

My late tour through a great part of 
Germany having afforded me full opportu- 
nity for perluftrating the firft public and 
private libraries, I carefully furveyed the 
fame, and have now caufed thofe books to 
be marked with an (*)^ which I actually 
perufed. 

I fhall here only add, that I Hatter 
myfelf with the hopes, that my prefent 
efforts will be plealing to the Learned, and 
efpecially fo , to all Terfed in the Greek and 
Roman Literature.
